Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  beg  herein  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  activities  of  the 
City* s  Health  Department  for  the  year  1954* 

The  population  of  the  City  as  determined  by  Civic  census  of  March  1954 
was  156,743,  and  it  is  on  the  basis  of  this  figure  that  the  rates  appearing  in 
the  several  statistical  tables  are  expressed*  It  has  been  the  custom  in  the 
past  to  relate  the  City’s  statistical  figures  to  the  population  as  determined 
by  Dominion  Government  census*  It  so  happens,  however,  that  ten  years  have 
elapsed  between  determinations,  and  in  the  intervening  years  the  use  of  the 
Dominion  figure  has  resulted  in  an  expression  of  rates  that  cannot  be  considered 
correct*  The  use  of  the  Civic  census  figures  enables  computation  on  a  basis 
that  is  relatively  in  accord  with  the  actual  picture* 

The  number  of  marriages  solemnized  throughout  the  year  was  2154,  an 
increase  of  62  over  the  figure  reported  for  1953°  The  rate  in  this  regard,  per 
thousand  of  population,  is  13*7°  Marriage  rates  during  peace  time  years  tend  to 
something  of  constancy,  although  it  is  noted  there  is  a  decline  from  what  was 
considered  the  norm  of  some  yea.rs  ago* 

The  gross  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  6279*  this 
figure  including  births  to  parents  non  resident  in  the  City*  The  number  of 
births  to  residents  only,  or  the  net  figure,  was  4943*  The  respective  rates 
in  this  regard  per  thousand  of  population  were  40*0  (gross)  and  31° 5  (net)* 

Both  the  gross  and  the  net  figures  show  an  increase  over  the  reporting  for  1953 
due  to  the  increase  in  the  population  figure,  the  rates  being  lower  for  the 
same  reason*  Included  in  the  gross  number  of  births  (6279)*  are  346  illegitimate, 
an  increase  of  7  over  the  reporting  for  1953°  There  were  two  sets  of  illegiti¬ 
mate  twins* 


The  gross  number  of  stillbirths  registered  during  the  year  was  92,  and 
the  net  number  73,  with  corresponding  rates  per  thousand  of  population  of  0*59 
and  0*47°  The  gross  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year  was 
1458,  with  a  corresponding  rate  per  thousand  of  population  of  9° 3°  The  net  or 
actual  City  rate  was  7° 6,  represented  by  deaths  amongst  citizens  oniy  of  1188* 

Of  the  1458  deaths  recorded  6l4  resulted  from  diseases  of  the  heart,  275  from 

cancer,  72  from  violent  and  accidental  causes,  22  from  diabetes,  and  18  from 
pneumonia,*  It  is  not  thought  necessary  to  make  any  further  comment  in  respect 
to  the  numbers  of  deaths  from  heart  disease  and  its  associated  conditions,  or 
from  cancer*  Prior  reports  have  given  the  prevailing  thoughts  regarding  these 
two  classifications*  Deaths  from  violent  and  accidental  causes  are  in  the  main 
inexcusable*  Thoughtlessness,  carelessness,  aided  by  the  many  abuses  are 
responsible  for  the  increasing  number  of  deaths  from  these  causes  each  year* 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  registered  throughout  the  year  was  165, 

with  a  corresponding  rate  of  26*3  per  thousand  live  births*  It  has  been  pointed 

out  that  infant  deaths  from  prematurity,  congenital  debility,  and  injuries  at 
birth  present  a  problem  that  has  defied  solution  thus  far,  and  account  each  year 
for  the  larger  percentage  of  infant  deaths*  Of  the  165  infant  deaths  registered, 
68  occurred  within  the  first  24  hours,  49  within  the  first  i^eek,  and  18  died 
under  the  age  of  one  month,  representing  81*8  per  cent  of  the  total* 

The  number  of  maternal  deaths  during  the  year  was  3  with  a  corres¬ 
ponding  rate  of  0*48  per  thousand  live  births*  Of  the  3  recorded,  two  of  the 
mothers  were  non-city  residents*  The  one  City  mother  died  of  an  undefined 
puerperal  cause* 
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The  total  number  of  comirmni cable  diseases  reported  to  this  office 
throughout  the  year  was  1865*  with  27  deaths  from  causes  as  listed: 

Chicken  pox  1 

Pneumonia  18 

Poliomyelitis (paralytic)  3 
Tuberculosis  5 

During  the  latter  few  months  of  the  year  a  wide  epidemic  of  influenza  occurred 
across  Canada*.  Calgary  shared  in  full  quota  the  outbreak*  A  complication  of 
influenza  is  pneumonia,  and  it  is  very  surprising  to  note  the  comparatively  low 
death  figure  from  pneumonia,  and  the  fact  that  no  deaths  were  reported  from 
influenza*.  In  the  annual  report  for  i953»  &  year  the!  was  not  marked  by  as 
wide  an  outbreak  of  influenza  as  195^»  ^5  deaths  were  reported  from  pneumonia 
and  3  from  influenza* 


In  May  of  195^  the  Provinces  of  Canada  were  invited  to  take  part  in  a 
test  run  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  for  the  purpose  of  making  some  determination 
of  its  efficiency  as  an  immunizing  agent  against  the  disease 0  Earlier  in  the 
year  an  extensive  test  had  been  undertaken  in  the  United  States*  Two  of  the 
Canadian  Provinces  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  (llova  Scotia  end 
Alberta),  and  in  so  far  as  this  Province  was  concerned  some  10,000  children 
constituted  the  test  group*  Co-operating  in  the  test  the  City  of  Calgary  was 
assigned  sufficient  immunizing  media  to  inoculate  3800  children*  Half  this 
supply  consisted  of  actual  vaccine,  and  the  other  half  a  sterile  inert  control 
solution*  It  will  follow  that  1500  children  received  the  vaccine,  and  1580 
the  control  solution*  No  knowledge  was  available  to  this  Department  as  to 
which  group  received  the  vaccine,  the  key  being  held  by  the  (U0SB)  National 
Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis  in  New  York*  The  observations  respecting 
the  test  will  not  be  available  until  approximately  mid-year  of  1955° 


During  tho  year  sub-clinics  were  established  at  the  Hi Harney 
Evangelical  Church,  and  in  the  Renfrew  Community  Hallo  The  attendance  at  all 
clinics  continues  to  show  marked  increase*  The  problem  of  decentralizing  the 
Health  Department  and  its  activities  is  a  matter  deserving  of  early  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  City* 

There  has  been  further  increase  in  the  amount  of  work  undertaken  for 
other  Departments,  notably  for  the  Personnel  Department  and  its  Safety  Division, 
Each  year  sees  an  increase  in  the  number  of  medical  examinations  and  other 
requirements  respecting  the  Civic  and  Fireman* s  Pension  Funds*  This  Department 
is  indeed  glad  to  be  of  every  assistance  in  this  regard* 


Financial  grants  in  aid  of  the  Department « a  work,  and  received  from 
both  tho  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments,  amounted  to  $53*800*17*  No  arc 
indebted  to  the  two  Senior  Governments  for  the  very  generous  contribution 
that  has  been  theirs  in  enabling  the  progress  and  improvement  in  the  work  so 
evident  since  19^8*

The  several  Sanitarians  concerned  with  district  supervision  have 
discharged  their  duties  throughout  the  year  wi th  efficiency*  Tb~,  rapid  expansion 
of  the  City  made  it  necessary  for  the  staff  to  be  increased  and  #n  July  1st  four 
trainees  were  taken  on  staff*  These  men  are  presently  studying  the  course  in 
Sanitary  Inspection  which  is  offered  by  the  Canadian  Public  Health  Association* 

In  addition  they  are  receiving  their  practical  training  on  the  job  with  the  aid 
and  instruction  of  the  qualified  Sanitarians*  They  will  write  their  examinations 
for  the  Certificate  in  Sanitary  Inspection  in  September,  1955= 

The  Public  Works  division  of  the  City  Engineers  Department  sprayed  all 
the  lanes  and  alleyways  within  the  City  once  during  the  season*  This  work  was 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Health  Department*  We  would  have  liked 
to  have  covered  the  City  twice  but  because  of  the  very  we t  season  this  was  found 
to  be  impossible*  It  is  felt,  however,  this  was  a  very  worthwhile  effort  and 
that  it  reduced  the  fly  population  considerably*

Mrs.  Foster  left  our  staff  and  Miss  MacKenzie  came  on  fulltime  in 
May.  Miss  E.  Grimes  also  joined  our  staff  to  work  part  time  in  the  Baby 
Clinic  and  part  time  in  the  schools.  In  September  Miss  E.  Gibson,  Miss  M. 
Kennedy,  Miss  M.  Hulbert,  Miss  C.  Broad,  Mrs.  A.  Bell,  and  Mrs.  J.  Macdonald 
also  came  to  the  Baby  Clinic  part  time  from  the  schools.  In  November  Mrs,  A. 
Bell  and  Mrs,  J.  Macdonald  were  replaced  by  Miss  J.  Davis  and  Miss  I.  Stewart. 

In  November  Miss  M.F.  Iavell  retired  from  our  staff.  She  came  to 
work  in  Calgary  in  1922.  At  that  time  she  was  employed  by  the  Provincial 
Government  to  start  Infant  and  Pre-School  Clinics  in  this  City  with  the 
assistance  of  another  nurse  employed  by  the  City  of  Calgary. 

In  1912  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  had  been  173^0  and  the  first 
clinics  were  founded  in  1913  with  the  purpose  of  helping  to  lower  this 
death  rate. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  the  clinics  since  the  time  Miss 
Lavell  first  took  over  their  management.  Then  there  were  part  time  clinics 
in  four  different  locations  in  the  City  and  when  this  proved  to  be  no  longer 
possible,  one  central  clinic  was  set  up  in  the  Health  Dept,  in  the  Police 
Building,  later  moved  to  the  City  Hall.  At  other  times  there  have  been 
monthly  clinics  at  Bowness  and  Ogden  as  well  as  the  Central  Clinic,  Now  our 
clinic  attendance  has  grown  to  the  extent  that  we  not  only  have  the  full  time 
clinic  at  the  City  Hall  but  we  also  have  a  full  time  Health  Unit,  the  Scarboro 
Health  Unit,  from  which  a  branch  clinic  in  Killarney  is  operated.  In  the 
North  West  district  we  have  two  clinics  a  week  and  in  Renfrew  one  clinic  a 
week.  This  year  we  have  had  an  attendance  at  our  Infant  and  Pre-School 
Clinic  of  17,820  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  26f. 
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Miss  Lavell  had  not  only  been  instrumental  in  organizing  and 
developing  these  clinics,  but  for  a  number  of  years  she  also  inspected 
boarding  homes  for  the  Infants  and  Pre-School  children  and  the  private 
nursing  homes. 

In  1951  the  City  of  Calgary  assumed  full  responsibility  for  the 
Infant  and  Pre-School  Clinics  and  at  this  time  Miss  Lavell  joined  the  City 
service. 


We  were  very  sorry  to  have  Miss  Lavell  retire  this  fall  but  we  wish 
her  the  most  of  health  and  happiness.  It  has  been  due  to  her  unfailing 
efforts  that  the  Infant  and  Pre-School  Clinics  have  achieved  their  present 
high  standard.  I  feel  it  has  been  a  privilege  to  work  with  Miss  Lavell. 


Dr.  Spankie  retired  from  our  staff  in  September  and  the  Tonsil  and 
Adenoid  operations  have  been  performed  at  the  General  Hospital  by  the  head 
of  the  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Service, 

The  Killarney  Clinic  in  St,  Martin’s  Hall  was  closed  in  June  and 
was  opened  again  in  November  at  the  Killarney  Evangelical  United  Brethren 
Church  on  28th  Ave.  and  33rd  St.  S.W.  A  clinic  was  opened  in  the  Renfrew 
Community  Hall  in  September. 


I  would  like  to  thank  the  Junior  Service  League  members  for  their 
help  with  our  clinics  at  Scarboro,  Killarney  and  Renfrew.  We  also  appreciate 
the  clinic  rooms  and  the  help  we  have  received  from,  the  Nurses’  Aide  School.

During  the  ten  months  of  the  school  year  a  total  of  8,298  children 
received  a  full  medical  examination  designed  to  assess  their  health  state® 

This  figure  represents  an  increase  of  262  pupils  examined  over  the  previous 
year’s  totals  The  average  pupil  enrolment  within  the  City  school  system 
numbered  approximately  25»5C0o  Thus  33 f  of  pupils  enrolled  received  a 
medical  examination.  All  children  in  Grade  I  are  examined  as  a  matter  of 
routine  during  their  first  school  year*  In  order  that  the  family  may  get  the 
maximum  benefit  from  an  examination,  it  is  important  for  a  parent  to  attendr 
Invitations  to  be  present  at  the  medical  interview  were  extended  to  6,749 
parents  in  grades  other  than  high  schoolc  A  total  of  4, 140  parents  attended, 
or  6l/oe  This  figure  does  not  differ  significantly*  from  previous  years ® 

Where  no  parent  is  present  at  the  examination  a  brief  summary  of  the  results 
is  sent  home®  Any  defects  noted  requiring  attention  are  recorded  on  a  special 
referral  form  and  either  handed  to  the  parent,  sent  home  by  letter,  or  with 
the  child,  according  to  the  circumstances® 


The  immunization  state  of  each  child  is  reviewed  at  examination 
1,806  of  those  examined  had  never  received  primary  vaccination  This  repre¬ 
sents  21  jo  and  shows  a  decrease  over  the  previous  year  of  6®2;6®  Some  6l7 
children  had  overrun  the  .seven  year  interval  considered  necessary  for 
revaccinat ioiio  Ho  effort  is  spared  in  acquainting  the  public  on  the 
benefits  of  inoculation  against  diphtherias  nevertheless  1,060  children,  or 
12/o  had  never  been  immunised®  1,378  children  were  found  who  had  received 
initial  protection  but  were  in  need  of  reinforcing  dose®  The  school  nurses, 
in  addition  to  the  groups  examined,  review  medical  history  sheets  for  out¬ 
dated  and  non- inoculated  children®  Special  inoculation  sessions  are  arranged 
during  January  -  April  by  the  school  nurses  in  each  school  in  order  to  provide 
every  opportunity  to  keep  inoculations  current®  Parents’  consent  to  inocula¬ 
tion  is  always  obtained®  It  is  found  that  doing  children  in  groups  in  the 
school  medical  room  cuts  down  a  lot  of  natural  apprehension  so  often  apparent 
when  taken  individually  for  an  inoculation® 


During  the  year  3*664  children  were  vaccinated  in  school,  an 
increase  of  2l6  over  the  previous  year®  6,436  inoculations  against 
diphtheria  and  tetanus  were  given,  an  increase  of  some  1,204  over  that 
achieved  in  1953*  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  9^5  children  were  given 
a  complete  anti-diphtheria  series® 


Prom  the  results  of  the  medical  examination  each  child  has  been 
awarded  an  arbitrary  health  category  somewhat  similar  to  the  one  used  in 
expressing  academic  standing®  Three  grades  are  used  -  A  -  Good,  B  -  fair, 

C  -  Door®  A  total  of  7,775  or  93 P  were  considered  to  satisfy  the  standard 
for  A  grading;  4$8  or  5°&7°  awarded  a  B  grade,  and  25  or  1  ® 2yo  had  a  C  grading® 
The  general  standard  of  health  of  the  school  children  is  very  satisfactory® 
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Defects  noted  "by  the  physicians  conducting  the  school  examinations 
are  summarized  in  the  following  table;-

Resulting  from  the  examination,  518  pupils  or  602 $  x^ere  referred  to  the  family 
physician,  either  on  account  of  some  specific  defect  noted  for  which  treatment 
was  warranted  or  for  further  investigation*,  The  Health  Department  wishes  to 
express  thanks  to  the  private  physicians  for  the  information  furnished  on 
these  referral  slips  completed  on  behalf  of  their  patients*  This  information 
is  recorded  on  the  medical  documents  and  serves  to  produce  a  year  by  year 
health  record*  Dental  caries,  defective  vision  and  questionable  tonsils  and 
adenoids  account  for  the  most  part  for  referring  children  to  the  private 
practitioners* 

During  the  afternoons  at  the  City  Hall  children  are  referred  by 
nurses  for  diagnosis  of  many  minor  ailments*  Skin  lesions,  injuries,  eye 
ailments,  earaches,  etc*  are  seen  by  the  physician  on  duty*  Many  of  these 
conditions  would  otherwise  never  be  seen  by  a  doctor*  It  is  felt  that  this 
service  eliminates  a  lot  of  time  lost  from  school*  In  fact  many  parents 
bring  their  children  to  these  afternoon  sessions  without  prior  referral  by 
a  nurse*  1,302  children  were  seen  at  the  minor  ailments  clinic  and  135  were 
referred  to  their  own  private  doctor  for  continuation  treatment* 

The  school  nurses  have  again  had  a  busy  year  and  performed  a  vast 
amount  of  constructive  health  supervision  as  the  following  summary  will  testify 
Each  nurse  takes  a  very  personal  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  children  in  her 
schools  and  the  pupils  readily  accept  her  advice  and  help*  The  following 
summary  shows  some  of  the  nursing  activities;-

The  year  1954  will  long  he  remembered  as  the  beginning  of  an  era 
offering  hope  of  a  vaccine  against  Poliomyelitisc  Early  in  June  the  Health 
Department  was  informed  that  the  National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis 
had  invited  Canada  to  take  part  in  the  Salk  Vaccine  Field  Trial®  Plans  for 
taking  part  in  this  massive  scientific  experiment  v/ere  drawn  up  at  very  short 
notice*  Children  in  Grades  I,  II  and  III  in  sixteen  of  the  City's  largest 
schools  we re  invited  to  participate*  The  inoculations  v/ere  given  on  June  18 th 
and  2.5th  with  the  3rd  dose  having  to  he  given  during  the  school  summer  holiday 
on  July  23rdo  2,536  children  were  enrolled  for  the  Field  trial®  Despite  the 
3rd  dose  having  to  he  given  in  the  middle  of  the  school  holiday,  94p  of  these 
children  received  three  doses*  To  the  voluntary  help  from  physicians  in  the 
City,  from  nurses,  parents,  teachers,  laboratory  technicians,  and  many  others 
who  so  readily  assisted  in  this  experimental  inoculation  program,  the  Health 
Department  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude®  Due  to  an  abundance  of  co-operation 
from  all  these  persons,  the  work  involved  in  the  field  trial  and  arranged  at 
very  short  notice  was  completed  without  a  single  hitch®  28  inoculating  teams 
and  four  blood  sample  teams  covered  the  study  group  at  each  session*  It  was 
very  interesting  to  note  a  great  drop  in  the  number  of  polio  cases  reported 
during  1954®  In  1953  a  total  of  4ll  cases  of  polio  v/ere  reported  with  2o9 
occurring  in  City  residents®  In  the  Salk  Field  Trial,  of  2,63b  children 
receiving  inoculation  only  half  of  this  number  received  actual  vaccine*  The 
other  50$  received  a  harmless  fluid  medium  known  as  the  control  substance® 

Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  developed  in  a  child  entered  in  the  trial 
group®  It  was  subsequently  learned  that  this  one  case  developed  in  a  child 
v/ho  did  not  receive  the  vaccine  but  the  control  solution®  With  the  small 
incidence  of  poliomyelitis  during  1954  the  bans  on  swimming  pools  and 
cinemas  v/ere  not  imposed  as  they  had  been  in  the  two  previous  years® 
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There  were  as  usual  a  number  of  staff  changes  during  the  year* 

Drc  Z,F,  Jaworski  resigned  from  the  temporary  staff  and  was  replaced  "by  Dr* 

W.  Mulloy*  Dr*  Agnes  OUfeil  returned  to  the  Department  in  September  having 
completed  a  year  of  study  at  the  school  of  Hygiene  in  Toronto  where  she 
obtained  her  Diploma  of  Public  Healtho  The  school  nursing  staff  was  further 
increased  from  eighteen  to  twenty  nurses*  The  very  rapid  growth  of  the  City 
with  its  rapidly  rising  school  enrolment  and  additional  new  school  building 
program  required  this  increase*  We  were  pleased  to  welcome  to  the  staff  the 
following  new  nurses:  Miss  Dole  Gibson,  Miss  EeC*  Grimes,  Miss  C*  Sroad,  Miss 
Lolh  Prank,  Miss  B.  A»  Loveseth,  Miss  McJeS,  Kennedy,  Miss  L#S0  McComb,  Miss  S«G* 
Gilmour,  Mrs*  Ao  Bell,  Miss  J.W.  Macdonald,  Mrs*  VeJe  Van  Staalduine,  and  Mrs©  E0 
Fairbairn*  Two  very  well  respected  members  of  the  staff  tendered  their  resig¬ 
nations  c  Miss  E*  Hoskyn  after  a  great  many  years  of  devoted  service  retired 
and  Miss  M0  Deane-Freeman  the  supervisor  of  nurses  resigned  to  be  married* 


The  vitamin  supplement  tablet  was  again  made  available  to  school 
children  during  the  year*  These  tablets  are  easily  swallowed  and  are  a  popular 
means  of  presenting  a  vitamin  supplement  to  school  children* 


At  the  discretion  of  the  school  nurses  certain  children  are  provided 
with  a  half  pint  of  milk  free  on  each  school  day  through  the  months  January  to 
June*  The  cost  to  the  Department  for  this  service  amounted  to  $2,427o70° 

During  1954,  57  children  were  provided  with  glasses  free  of  charge3 
In  all  cases  the  economic  circumstances  of  the  family  were  carefully  checked 
before  the  charge  was  made  to  the  City* 

The  Department  wishes  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  following 
ophthalmologists  who  have  so  kindly  given  their  professional  time  and  service 
free  of  charge  in  certain  eye  conditions:  Dr*  MeS0  Miller,  Dr*  LcC*  Cody, 

Dr*  EcAc  Johnson  and  Dr*  0*Mo  Shafto*  In  all  cases  where  glasses  were  advised 
these  were  supplied  by  the  City*

The  policy  in  the  School  Dental  Clinic  remained  the  same,  offering 
dental  inspection  and  treatment  to  Grades  I  and  II  and  dental  inspection  of  all 
children  in  Grades  III  and  IV*  In  these  latter  two  grades  corrective  treatment 
must  be  obtained  through  the  family  dentist*  During  the  first  half  of  the  year 
all  inspections  were  made  by  the  Dental  Hygienist  but  during  the  latter  half  of 
the  year  these  inspections  were  carried  out  by  the  school  nurses*  Where  the 
nurse  found  a  cavity  the  dental  card  was  filled  in,  and  sent  home  to  the  parent* 
Cases  presenting  any  doubt  to  the  nurse  and  especially  cases  which  appeared  to 
show  no  defects  present  were  further  screened  by  the  dental  hygienist*  This 


type  of  program  relieved  the  dental  hygienist  of  much  of  the  ca.se  load  formerly 
carried*  Classroom  talks  on  the  fundamentals  of  good  oral  hygiene  were  also 
incorporated  within  her  program*  13*015  pupils  received  dental  inspections* 

In  each  instance  a  card  is  sent  home  to  the  parent  giving  details  of  the  find¬ 
ings  and  advising  dental  attention*  266  classroom  talks  were  delivered  on  the 
fundamentals  of  good  oral  hygiene*  Educational  literature  was  distributed  to 
parents  and  teachers*  Use  was  also  made  of  the  film  strip  teaching  median*

ing  this  aid  at  this  time© 

At  Christmas  12  families  received  food  hampers  and  gifts  were 
purchased  for  2 6  children;  used  clothing  was  distributed  to  12  families0 


Classes  were  again  held  with  the  affiliate  students  at  the 
Sanatorium  I  was  pleased  to  give  streptomycin  injections  to  out-patients  who 
could  not  conveniently  make  the  twice-weekly  visit  to  the  Sanatorium© 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  your  valuable  advice 
and  support,  and  my  thanks  for  the  constant  co-operation  received  from  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  your  staff*

Dear  Sir: 


The  following  report  of  the  work  done  hy  our  organization  during  the 
year  1954  is  submitted  for  your  information. 

In  looking  at  the  Victorian  Order  of  Nurses  across  Canada  we  find 
continued  expansion  in  1954.  Numbers  of  new  branches  were  organized  in  answer 
to  the  need  for  a  visiting  nursing  service  in  those  communities.  There  are 
now  115  branches  in  Canada,.  In  Alberta  a  new  branch  was  organized  at 
Lethbridge  and  had  its  official  opening  in  January  of  this  year.  There  are 
now  four  branches  in  this  province  »  Edmonton,  Medicine  Hat,  Lethbridge  and 
Calgary. 

In  Calgary  great  demands  for  service  were  made  in  1954.  These  demands 
gathered  momentum  around  June  and  kept  up  steadily  to  the  end  of  tne  year.  A 
growing  City,  a  growing  population,  and  the  increased  use  of  a  popular  nursing 
service  have  all  added  up  to  a  maximum  of  visits  and  an  increase  in  content  o± 
work  over  the  previous  year. 

In  1554  our  statistics  show  a  slight  decrease  in  total  number  of 
patients.  However,  a  greater  number  of  visits  was  made,  indicating  that  we 
gave  service  to  more  patients  with  long  term  illnesses0 

In  the  Medical  and  Surgical  field  our  picture  of  work  changed  from 
that  of  1953.  Our  service  to  the  young  age  group,  visits  to  the  sick  infant, 
pre-school  and  [school  child,  dropped  from  12$  in  1953  to  670  in  1954.  .The 
service  to  adults  increased  from  75$  to  81$0  42/6  of  Medical  and  surgical 

visits  were  to  patients  over  70  years  of  age.  The  visits  to  the  adult  group 
were  to  the  chronically  ill,  the  aged,  the  acutely  ill  being  treated  in  the 
home,  the  post— ope  relive  home  from  hospital  all  time' -consuming  visits. 

In  the  Prenatal  field  the  need  for  prenatal  instruction  is  apparent 
by  the  greal  demand  for  admission  to  our  Prenatal  Classes c  be  are  handicapped 
by  lack  of  space  and  time.  With  our  present  staff  set-up. -j  day  each  week  is 
all  the  time  that  can  be  allotted  to  prenatal  group  teaching.  The  total 
attendance  at  our  classes  increased  by  53 $  in  1954'  A  registration  fee  of 
$2o00  for  the  series  of  lectures  is  now  being  charged. 

The  Maternal  and  Infant  program  is  a  significant  feature  of  our 
service.  44$  of  visits  were  made  to  this  group.  We  visited  1079  new  babies 
in  1954  at  the  request  of  the  mothers  for  instruction  in  the  care  of. herself 
and  her  newborn.  Due  to  pressure  of  work  in  the  nursing  field,  service  in 
the  Maternity  field  had  to  be  curtailed  and  length  of  service  dropped  from 
six  weeks  to  one  month.

The  present  staff  consists  of  seven  well- qualified  nurses  with  post¬ 
graduate  training  in  Public  Health  nursings  Our  staff  with  the  exception  of 
one  has  been  with  us  for  some  timer  I  w ish  to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  nursing  staff  for  their  loyalty  and  splendid  contribution  to  the  yearfs 
workc  On  many  occasions  they  were  given  a  list  of  work  for  the  day  that 
looked  most  impossible*,  There  was  never  a.  murmur  or  a  complaint,  and  the 
work  was  done  regardless  of  the  lunch  hour  or  the  day  ending  at  5  Pom*  We 
gave  field  and  observation  experience  to  51  undergraduate  students  from  the 
local  hospitals  and  to  7  postgraduate  students  from  the  University  of  Alberta. 
This  is  our  contribution  to  the  education  of  the  students  training  in  the 
Schools  of  Nursing c 


Our  fleet  of  cars  is  now  up  to  6*  With  the  addition  of  the  6th  car 
valuable  nursing  time  is  saved  and  the  staff  is  able  to  arrange  the  work 
more  satisfactorily 0  We  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the 
community-minded  citizen  who  donated  the  6th  car  to  our  organization,. 


We  wish  to  thank  our  iTedical  advisory  committee  for  the  help  and 
advice  given  to  us  throughout  the  year,  and  all  the  Photons  and  surgeons 
of  this  City  who  have  used  our  service  and  are  so  co-operative  and  considerate 
of  the  Nurse  and  her  time0 


We  continue  to  enjoy  our  relationships  with  other  agencies  in  the 
community  —  the  City  Health  Department,  the  Cancer  Society,  the  Calgary 
Family  Bureau,  the  Council  of  Social  Agencies,  etco  We  are  only  one  agency 
and  only  by  working  closely  with  the  other  agencies  can  we  give  the  most 
efficient  service  to  the  community  without  duplication,, 

Our  chief  aim  and  ambition  for  195^»  as  mentioned  in  my  1953  report, 
was  publicity  for  our  organization,-  It  appears  that  wi th  very  little  effort 
this  ambition  was  realized*.  The  response  to  our  organisation  proves  that 
the  need  for  our  service  is  very  real  and  apparent  in  this  city,  and  so  our 
aims  and  ambitions  for  1955  are  to  expand  and  flourish  in  this  rapidly 
growing  city*
